Synoposis of Regulations for Disposal 
of Minerals on Dominion Lands in 
Manitoba, the Northwest Territories 
and the Yukon Territory 


Coal.—Coal lands may be gurchas- 
ed at $10 per acre for soft noal, 
and $20 for anthracite Not more 
than 320 acres oan be acquired by 
one individual or company. Royalty 


2000 pounds shall be collected on the 
gross output. 

Quartz.—Persons of eighteen years 
and over and joint stock companies 
holding free miners’ certificates, may 
cbtair entry for mining location. 

A free miner’s certificate is grant- 
ed for oDe cr more years, not exceed-

obiain only two leases of five muies 
each, for a term of twenty years, 
Penewable in the discretion of the 
Minister gf the Interior. 

The lessee’s right is confined to the 
submerged bed or bars of the river 
below low water mark, and subject 
to the rights of all persons -~who 
have or who may receive eatries for 
bar diggings on bench claims, except 
in the Saskatchewan river, where 
the iessee may dredge to high water 
mark on each alternate leasehold. 

The lessee shali have a dredge ia 
operation within one season from the 
date of the lease for each five miles, 
but where a persona or company has 


obtained more then one lease, one 
dredge for each fifteen miles or 
fraction, will be sufficient. Rental, 


$10 per annum for each mile of the 
river leased. Royalty at the rate 
of two and a half per. cent, collec- 
ted on the output after it ‘exceeds 
$10,000. 

Dredging in the Yukon Territo- 
ry.—Six leases of five miles each 
may be granted to a free mioer 
for a term of twenty years. also re- 
newable.

Claims are marked by two Jega}l 
‘Costs, one at each end, bearing poti- 
ces. Entry must be obtained with- 
in ten days. If the claim is witain 
ten miles of a mining recorder’s of- 
fice. One extra day allowed for 
each additional ten miles or frac- 
tion. 

The person or company staking a 
claim must hold a free miner’s cer- 
tificate. sf 

The discoverer of a new mine is 
entitled to a claim of 1,000 feet in 
length, and if the party consists of 
two, 1,500 feet .altogether, on the 
cutput of which no royalty shall be 
charged, the rest of the party or- 
dinary claims only, 

Entry fee, $10, Royalty at the 
rate of two and onerhalf per cent. 
on the value of the gold shipped 
from the Yukon Territory to be 
paid to the Comptreller. 

No free miner shail receive a grant 
of more than one mining claim on 
each separate river, creek or gulch, 
but the same miner .may hold any 
number of claims by purchase, aod 
free miners may work their claims 
in partnership by filing notice and 
paying fee of $2. A claim may be 
abandoned, and another obtained on 
the same creek, gulch or river py 
giving notice and paying a fee. 

Work must be done on a claim 
each year to the value cf at i¢ast 
$200, 

A certificate that work has 
done must be obtained each year; 
if not, the claim shall be deemed 
abandoned, and open to occupation 
and entry by a free miner. 

The boundaries of a claim may be 
defined absolutely by having a sur- 
vey made, and publishing notice’ in 
the Yukon Official Gazette. 

Hydraulic Mining, Yukun Territo- 
ry.—Locations suitable for hydralic 
mining, having a frontage of from 
one to five miles, ant a depth of 
one mile or more, may be jeased for 
twenty years, provided the ground 
has been prospected by the applicant 
or his agent;.is found to be unsuit- 
able for placer mining, and does not 
include within its boundaries any 
mining claims already granted. A

Barricades erected on the 
island of Vasseli Ostrov last 
night, were destroyed by the 
troops almost immediataly with 
the loss of thirty workmen killed. 
The workmen there have seized 
the dynamite factory, and 30,000 
or 40,000 armed strikers from 
Kolpin 16 miles out are march- 
ing on St. Petersburg. 

The Vassili Ostro quarters to- 
night is in darkness, neither gas 
nor electric light being available. 
The shops are being pillaged 
and the strikers are burning the 
teleyraph poles.
